From 
the very eaiisfaclory munoBr in which the 
ftflair passed oH we regret lhat the ontorlain- 
ments are ao lew and far hotween, and that 
instead of annual wo have not monthly de- 
moDsirations. Ample amucemont and eo* 
joyment was afforded by the qaattettea, glees, 
tried, Bolos, reoitations. addtestea and rsadinga 
Tendered. The chair nas taken by Mr Hutcb- 
eson/Vic^'P'^'''^"'^ °' "'^ debating oUbs, 
whp^Jotrqd^iiced. the Secretary of the iortiln- 
4ionj*:Mr -W K Boll, to give the opening 
■ddretB. i Mr BotI said the edaoalional valne 
- and'' adyantages of the the debating and 
elociitioD olasaes bad been so ofien admitted 
and so generally assented to that be felt it 
nnneoessary to dilate upon them ; they all 
knew iboy bad a tendency to gire oaso and 
fluency in the oxpresaion of sentiment, and 
when they reflected on bow mnoh in the 
present wai done, as the roBult of what bad 
been said, it wonld be diflioaU to over- 
estimate the adTantagea of the leaohiaga of 
these important olaaaaa. Bat it waa not only 
io ' the vcxpreaaioa of aeotlmeot that the 
filaasea were Taloable, but in the forma'ion 
•nd obaraotsr ol those eentimentsi For both 
olaaaek-'^enbonraged a spirit of enquiry— a 
iove of learning and the acquisition of Icnow- 
ledge. The dcbaiio? class during the past 
eeason had been indiQetently sustaiued, from 
the want ol suitable subjects f.ir debate, and 
from the paucity of dioputnnia. Dut itie 
interest in tbo elooutioo oIush bad been well 
kept.up, ariatog, be, aapposed, from ita being 
■0 eatertaibf og aa'^well as inatrneiiTe. As ii 
iras qnite poasiblo there were some present an- 
acqnaintcd with the operations ol ihs elocu- 
tion class, ho iTOuld mootinn that it consisted 
of a party oominK forward and standing upon 
that platfonn, and then giving, aa a " Read- 
ioe," or " Reciialion," some literary prodao* 
tton, .. which Irom experience be coold aasnre 
them was cot a very eoviable posilioa. For 
a> a pralimiuary a critic wa' duly appointed, 
whose duly it was lo watch and subrtequonily 
commanl upon the way and manner In which 
tbe party acqaitied himself, and who had lo 
exercise a general surveillance over the 
action expression, gostare, proouaciation and 
position ofAbe.aaid- reader or reciter; and 
ledependeiit of ibii duly appointed critic, all 
the merahcrs of the class were allowed 
Ihe same prisilese of praiHinj^ or coiideinning 
It might be easily iurat;ified any one going 
thr"ugh thia ordeal — ttjia running as it were 
the g untlel — w;ia eniitleil to all the benefits 
raceivaole. But there were buneSts, and 
many of oonstderable imporiauoe, to be 
gamed Irom this arena j for tbo li-giiimate 
object of tlia oloouri-jn cluan waa as it wers 
"to hold the miiror up to nfiture" to show 
awkwarilni^sa its own irn.T;;i' ; one. nrh actinn. 
bad pronnnoiaiioD anJ faulty cxpresriion their 
delormiiies. And though it may i>ometjmef) 
be Bnythiog but pleasaui to s«e oiie'H sell re 
fl'iCted in thia mirror, it mit;ht neverihelefs 
be accompanied with very coluinry results 
AwmiKst the luults charfjaljlo upon the 
English people had been tbe undue a«pira- 
lion of the letter H, ot which on one occas'on 
be remembered a very .ludicmus ini«iuiico on 
the part of one who from humble origin 
bad risen to iuiporiauoa, who in address 
log a Isrpa aqiemoly, aaid— ''Doo't tell

It often occnrred lo liiin, on peeing the eihi- 
bitions of Slime of thoso whofiijuruil aa public 
epeakers amonijat us, lhat they mif^hi ma- 
terially improve themselves by a few hiotH 
from the Klocutioa Class.

might hiiva been neu'leotjd Tlio gleei», 
quarlettos and trius were admirably given 
and elioiied warm approbation.
